Mr. S. G. Beetoxx's Speoeli "before tho 
Bi07al Colonial Institute. 

At a recent meeting of the Koyal 
Colonial Institute in London, ]Mr. H. 
0. Bceton, Esq., of the firm of Turner, 
Bcetou ik Co., aclclres.sec' the august 
body on Britisli Columbia. lie said : 
I have li.stened with a very gi'cat deal 
of pleasure to the able Paper of Mr. 
Ashworth'a I agree with some pre- 
vious speakers in this respect, that if 
ho had foreshadowed something as re- 
gards Canada's future, it would have 
been still more interesting. I followed 
that Paper witli a great deal of interest, 
having traveled over a gi'oat part of 
the ground . which Mi'. Ash worth por- 
trayed, and I must say that he did the 
subject full justice. As regards the 
groat water highway of the St. Law- 
rence Pdver and the lakes, too inucli 
cannot be said of the great national ad- 
vantages which Canada possesses in 
having such a water way. The deep- 
ening of the canals which her Govern- 
ment has pi'osccutcd so energotically 
will add much to the natural advan- 
tages of that .system; enabling grain 
ships from Lake Michigan to load, and 
without any transhipment to reach Liv- 
erpool; this is an immense advantage 
to Canada and must redound to her 
benefit in the future. I was much 
pleased to hear the remarks of .Mr. 
Goodlifib who is so much iutcroatod in 
the Cape Colony. With respect to con- 
federation, evidently tiio o.^cample set 
by Canada is working a potent influ- 
ence in our Capo Colonies; there can 
be "but little doubt that ere long the 
example set by Canada will be followed 
at the Ca])e. As regards Canada and 
confederation, I think there cun be but 
one opinion now, although at one time 
there was some dissent. - You remem- 
ber Nova PcbtiaVas hostile to confed- 
eration, but ri0Wj-,I believe, is perfectly 
reconciled,' as ciro all the other provin 
ces. The province! that I iny.sclf am 
more particularly interested in, and in 
whicli I spent the wliole of last year, is 
the youngest of this great ,il>ominion. 
I refei' to the Pacific Province of Brit- 
ish Columbia. Having traveled over 
the gi'eater part of it, I have come to 
the conclusion, a conclusion which is 
shared, I am sure, by the Colonists 
themselves, that the future of 
the province is destined , to become 
most important to "the " Dominion 
of which it forms a part; the climate 
is most enjoyable, temperate, and ex- 
ceedingly healthy; Canadians from the 
eastern provinces of Ontario, New- 
Brunswick, and Nova Scotia, arc set- 
v/tlingiin the valley of the Fraser Ei«^er, 
^ and are doing a great work in opening 
;it~up. Owing to their experience in the 
, east they have the practical knowledge 
needed in a young country, and are, in 
every way, desirable s(;ttlors. Now, 
as regards the fisheries, I understood 
■^Mr.V^^hworfch to;, say V the' salmon, wc 
catch in our proVinco is inferior to that 
on the cast coast; it is the ' first time j 
have heard that. I can only say, more 
delicious salmon I have not ta.ited in 
this country. The Columbia Eivcr — 
which, I think, fm-nishcs the greater 
part of the supply of canned .salmon 
sold in Europe to day — is no b'etter 
than our Eraser River salmon. I must 
tell you, several canneries have started 
on the Eraser Eiver, and arc doing a 
large and increasing V)usiness; ^■o.ssels 
a\;e now on tho way with largo ship- 
ments. I should like 3Ir. Asli worth to 
try our Eraser salmon, and I think he 
ivould agree me it is equal to anything 
on the east coast. I can confirm all 
Mr. A.shworth said with respect to the 
salmon not rising to the fly. I heard, 
while out there, on the best authority 
that one of our ULivrJ officers, who vis- 
ited that coast in order to report to 
Her Majesty's Government on the 
capabilities of tlidt country, sent 
word home, "The country was good for 
nothing, as the salmon would not rise 
to tho fly." (Laughter.) We might 
have owned Oregon, Washington Ter- 
ritory,' and, I believe, California to day" 
but for .this ciroumstance— that the 
salmon of the Columbia River would 
not rise to the fly. ' (Great laughtei-.) 
I visited tho Eraser "River and went up 
to the mines of Cariboo. It is a mag- 
nificent river, and the .scenery reminds 
one of Sv/itzerland on a grand scale. 
■The. salmon swarm there; and to see 
■ :them struggling to roach the upper wa- 
ters is a wondei'ful sight; and to sec 
the boat-loads of salmon taken to the 
canneries to be cut up and canned is 
also a marrpUons sight. .-Another of our 
resources is timber, and if you will 
refer to a Government paper just 
issued by the Colonial Oilice, giving n 
report from our Colonies as regards 
their forests and timber resources you 
will find British Columbia ranks the 
highest, and that her e.vports of lum- 
ber have increased enormously tho last 
few years. Sliijjs load at Burrard In- 
let, where the principal saw-mills and 
' logging camps are situated, for Cliina, 
Japan, Australia, and the Cape. An- 
other great interest in British Columbia 
is the coal of Vancouver Island, the 
east coast being one continuous coal- 
field. The further north the hotter 
the co.al, until it becomes anthracite on 
the extreme. nprth_o£ the Island, and 
on Queen Charlotte's Island. It is 
gratifying to know that we have this 
quality of coal, ns further south, in 
Washington Territory, tho coal is in- 
ferior. Tills enables us to boat our 
neighbours, the Americans, in their 
own market (San Erancisco), in spite 
of a protective duty of 75 cents per 
ton. I thought perhaps that would 
interest you. (Hear, hear.) There- 
fore I .say tho now Pacific Province of 
the Dominion promises to be one of the 
fairest when wo consider its geo- 
graphical position, holding-, .is it does, 
the gates of the Pacific, and as it must 
.ere;lpng;tlio vvesLern terminus of the 
OafiadiAHf Pacific J^ailway. Tho rail- 
way will cert-ainly Vo built, becauss it 



is in Canada's interest to build it. There 
will bo railway communicition between 
Ontario and ISlauitoba; the North-West 
Territory, purchased from the Iliidson's 
Bay Company, and the fertile belt must 
be utilised, tho railway cannot stop 
east of the Rocky Mountains. I have 
spokeli to Canadians w-ho have gone 
through, and all speak of it as a coun- 
try well watered and wooded. This 
railway, it is well known, will give 
Canada tho high road and tho neai'cst 
to China and Japan. I am exceeding 
ly sanguine as regards this province 
of ours on tho north-.weat coast. Wo 
have, as I said before, a fine climate 
ond great resources, and a people who 
are determined on their part; and they 
only look to the Canadian Govern- 
ment to do its part. Then indeed it will 
become a most important Dominion. 
(Applause.) 



Tlio Sootonay Enquiry. 



A copy of tho corrcspondonco between 
tho Govornmont and tlie Royal Commis- 
sioners with reference to tho Kootenay 
enquiry, lias been laid before the House. 
A committee of tho Executive Council 
examined tho accounts and. recommended 
tlio ^jtiymont of all tho^items oxcepftho 
following: — 

For Tilr. Justice Crease, an invalid, 
horso hire, §40; tho Secretary from 13tli 
July to 14th August, copying 3()0 folios, 
845. 

The deputy Treasurer acknowledges tlio 
receipt of 50, balance of the advance 
niado to tho Royal Oommisaionors. 

Tho Fin.-mcc Minister writes to tho 
chairman of tho Commission and says; 
"The services of tho Secretary can only 
be allowed to tho loth of July, 1878." 
and the §45 for copying is disallowed. 
The chairman of the (Jonimission, the 
Chief Justice, wi'ites in reply, "On behalf 
of myself, Jlr. Justice Oreoso and Mr. 
Justito Gray, with whom I had tho honor 
to sit on the lato Royal Commission, T 
have to stat-e that wo aronot in possession 
of any moneys on account of that Com 
mission applicable to the complj-ing with 
your request. Wlien wo undortook tho 
business of tho Commission it was on tlio 
distinct oflicial assurance of the responsi 
bio head of tho then existing administrn 
tioii that wo were to have the uncontrolled 
management of tlio investigation, and 
that no person subject to tho direction or 
inOuenco of tho Goveriinicnt was to inter- 
fere with it in any laanucr. For any 
monies received by tho Commissioners 
they hold themselves responsible, and lia- 
ble to account to tlio treasury; but they 
liavo pi oceodod according to tho precedent 
of tho Texada Island Commission (sanc- 
tioned by tlio present ailiniiiistration who 
were thou in ollice) in selecting and ap- 
pointing their own paid secretary." As to 
oconomj', adds the Chief Justice, "a tol- 
erably oxhf(tistivo investigation has been 
concluded at a cost of less than half tho 
sum voted, which sum (§2,000) tho nrea- 
ent ndminirttratiun deemed it prudent to 
roeonimend for sanction by tho present 
I£ou.so." 

It is evident tho prosunt administration 
is not satisfied with the Royal Commis- 
sioners, and therefore they are prepared 
to annoy thorn a little if they can. How- 
over, the Judges stand far above tho reach 
of petty malice, and tho attack made on 
them ill this correspondence is only an il- 
lustration of tho viper biting at the file. 
The correspondence closes with the fol- 
lowing: — 

The Clidiniiaii of Ike Ilotjal Commission to 
thf Fi}i(nice Minister. 

YiCTOiti.i Court nousi;, 
2-lth December, 1878. 
Sia — I have tho honor to acknowledge 
tho receipt of your letter of tho 17th inst, 
On behalf of mj'self, Mr. Justice Crcaso, 
and Mr. Justice Gray, with whom I liacl 
the honor to sit on tho late Royal Com- 
mission, Kootenay, I have to state that 
we are not in possession of any moneys, 
on account of that Commission, applicable 
to tho complying with your request. 

When we undertook tho business of the 
Commission, it was, as wo have already 
had tho honor of stating in our previous 
correspondence with tho I'rovincial Sec- 
retary, on the distinct oflicial assurance 
of tho responsible head of tho then exist- 
ing administration, that wo were to have 
the uncontrolled management of tho in- 
vestigation, and that no person subject to 
tho direction or influence of tho Govern- 
ment W.13 to intorfcre with it in any man- 
ner. 

This was, wo think, in conformity with 
tho views of the Houso of Assembly. 
Without such an assurance we should 
certainly have declined to act; and prob- 
ably no persons would have nioro strenu- 
ously insisted upon such a condition than 
the members of tho present administra- 
tion. 

For any moneys received by tho Com- 
missioners in respect of tho vote of the 
House, and expended by them in an un- 
usual or oxtr.av.-igaiit manner, they hold 

themselves, of course, liable to account to 
the Treasury. But they have proceeded 
according to the precedent of tho Texada 
Island Commission (sanotionnd by tho 
members of tho present administration, 
who wore then in office) in selecting and 
appointing their own paid Secretary. 
And as to economy, a tolerably exhaustive 
investigation has been concluded at a cost 
of less than one-half of tho sum (.^2,000) 
voted by the late House, at tho sugges- 
tion of tho lato administration; whicl; sum 
of §2,000 tho present administration 
deemed it prudent to recommend for reit- 
erated sanction by the present House — 
and which sum was, at the time of the 
vote, alleged by many to be quite inado- 
([uate for tho purpose of the enquiry. 

Tho Commissioners' acoountsand vouch- 
ers sent in on the 30th October were de- 
signedly dra\yn out not in a debtor and 
crcditot-form^j'norC with any formal vouch- 
ers, as will bo seen at a glance. If any 
vouchors appear upon Government forms, 
these wore mere blank forms, not origin- 
ating from the CoinniiRsioners, but such 
as were given to them by tho recipients 
of the money. 

The requisition No. 1, XTH. , to which 
you refer in your letter of tho JTtli De- 
cember, was signed and given several 
weeks after the 30th October, on tho 
personal application of tho Deputy Treas- 
urer, in order, as I understand, to efl'ect 
a transfer of tho matter from a ca.sh ac- j 
count to a vote account. ' 

I stated at the time that I should dc- 
clince to sign any other acknowledgments 
than those already given, if it was con- 
templated to affect, in any way, tho posi- 
tion already taken up by tlio Commis- 
sioners, or at all afi'ect our li.ability. But 
I was assured that the signature of that 
requisition was a mere matter of form, 
for tho purpose above mentioned, of 
oU'ccting a change of account iu tho Treas- 
ury books. In their previous correspon- 
dence the Commissioners liad expressly 
declined, for reasons then stated, to give 
.iiiy requisition beforehand in detail, for 
the estimated oxponso of atops as yet 
under consideration only. ■ They refused 
to submit to such a chock on, thoir diacrs- 



lion, and cfTorcd rather to -.vitlidiaw from 
tho whole suquiiy. When, many montlis 
after the expenditure had taken place, 
this requisition. No. 1, XHI., was pre- 
sented for signature, the assurance that 
it was matter of fomx was readily credited, 
because it could not haf o been inieiidud 
as a check on any further proceedings of 
the Commissionoj-s. ,

I'RIVILF.nK. 

Dr. Ash in rising to ii quostion uf privi- 
lege, said that ho observed in the votes 
and proceedings of yesterday that the re- 
port of Avhat took place after Mr. Cowan, 
Chairman of the Coinniittoo, rose and re- 
ported in not correctly sot down. At tho 
time lio had asked what tho question was 
and that it should be road to tho House. 
This request was taken no notice of. Ho 
also observed that tlio Speaker liad put a 
qupstion to tho Houso "Shall tho Chair- 
man bo sustained?" without anyone mov- 
ing or seconding tho motion as was ne- 
cessary in all cases before tho Speaker or 
House could take any notice of it. Ho 
trusted Mi: Speaker would see that tho 
votes and procbcdiiigs wore correct before 
ho signed them. . 

i;'- ;Mr. -Spieatof ■ "tlve; ?; ixlioation had 
been put in the usuhl ' manner and ihiit 
tho "votes and proceedings" wore correct. 

Mr. Sniitho regrctt(v.l having to rise to 
a question of privi)ogo wlion Mr. Speaker 
was so not:rly concerned; but ho must 
state that the votes and proceedings of 
yesterday were not correct. At tlio time 
Mr. Oowan, as Chairman of tho Oommit- 
teo,.roso and reported to Mr. Speaker 
what liad taken place, tho only question 
before tho House was that report, and no 
such motion as to sustain tho Chair could 
be put. Every motion, with the exception 
of that to adjourn, must be handed in in 
writing and signed by tho mover , and se- 
conder before it could bo put; and how, 
then, could tho Speaker put the motion 
ho is alleged to have done when no such 
motion was ovor lianded in I Ho (Mr.S.) 
had no knowledge of any motion of the 
kind having been put. .-Vccording to tho 
votes and proceedings nothing had been 
done at all .with tho report of tho Commit- 
tee, arid' the motion, "Shall the chairman 
be sustained" was most irregular. Tlio report 
now still remains to be dealt with. He 
was most soriy to have to call attention 
to the conduct of Mr. Speaker in leaving 
the chair in tho way he did while a mem- 
ber of the House had the floor. Ho (Mr. 
S.) had on the first movement of tho ques- 
tion risen and hnld tho floor as hp wished 
to speak; but Mr. Speaker had stoppcMl 
him by leaving the chair even before call- 
ing for tlio "nays," the (luestion of ad- 
journment being also debatable. Ho con- 
tended that tlio privileges of the House 
and every private member in it had been 
outraged. As a member ho was entitled 
to speak on a question and know what 
was being done, anil this right ho must 
claim. (Hoar, licar). 

Mr. Spc-ikor said his course iu leaving 
the chair yesterday was perfectly regular, 
; Mr. Smithe retorted that from the 
time tho motion was first put he never sat 
down, and tlio Sjicaker had never called 
him to order. (Hear). 

Mr. Speaker— You Kut down and wore 
in your scat when tho question was put. 

Mi: Sinitlie said Mi: Speaker's memory 
was certainly at fault. Pie had simply ig- 
jrtored him though ho was present as a 
representative of the people and to defend 
their rights. The action of tho Speaker 
was most unjustifiable and' nrbitrai-y. 
(Hear, hear). 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys called the hon. 
member to order. 

Mr. Speaker — I call you to order. 

Mr. Sniitlic — Why? On wliat groundsl 
I am speaking to a question of privilege. 

Mr. Speaker — You have insulted the 
House, sir. (Groans and cries of nol nol) 

Mr. Smithe— How have I insulted the 
House, Mr. Speaker? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he hoped the 
dignity of tho Speaker would be 

Cries of: order! orderl 

Mr. Wilson here rose and meekly took 
his seat again, being called to order. 

Ml'. Smithe was then allowed to pro- 
ceed. He regretted that the proceedings 
of yesterday had been so irregular, and 
lie feU sure that every lover of responsi- 
ble government would regret thoni, but at 
tho same time ho must insist that what- 
ever oecuiTed should bo entered in the 
usual form in tho votes and proceedings, 
report of tho committee must bo recorded 
and the votes and proceedings corrected 
before Mr. Speaker could sign them. 
■ ' Mr. Speaker contended the votes and 
proceedings wero correct. 

Mr. Smithe replied that Mr. Speaker 
was mistaken, for how could the House 
vote on a question which had never been 
placed before them? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem called order. 
. Mr. Smithe continued that Mr. Speak- 
er^as'thc guardian of the rights and priv- 
ileges of the House, should aeo that the 
votes and proceedings were" properly cor- 
rected. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem wa.s sorry to see 
such an exhibition of ill temper as that 
shown by the hon. gentleman opposite. 
7)ie last speaker in; some .iqstnijccs was 
quite correct; all mbtiojis should bo liand- 
ed in in writing, but it had never been 
done, Ho thought the House for the 
sake of its own dignity should sustain Mr. 
Speaker whether he was right or wrong. 

Mr. Galbraith said that when ho moved 
tho ddjoiirnment Mr. Smithe was sitting 

down. ■'^^.■"r"f^..'-, . 

Mr. Voniori said thiit iminediately the 
junior member for Kootonay moved the 
adjournment he (Mr. V.) rose, beforo the 
question was put, a.s he did not wish the 
House to adjourn because ho had an im- 
portant question to ask. He had ob- 
served his hon. friend, tho member for 
Cowichan, standing, and had therefore 
sat down. ■ Ho entirely corroborated the 
the momberf or Cowichan's statement about 
his having the floor. At tho same time 
ho bad hoped and expected Mr. Speaker 
to c^ the House to order, and was as- 
tonished when ho sa.w him so hurriedly 
leave the chair. It was a most extraor- 
dinary proceeding; but tho Houso would 
remember that it was 'not tho first time 
the Speaker had acted in this manner. 
(Hear, hear.) Ho would remind Mr, 
Speaker that the House has certain mien 
of order, and that ho is oa much bound 
by them as any other hop. ineinber,, The 



Speaker must remember that ho cannot 
deprive hon. gentlemen of tlicir privi- 
leges. (Hear, hear). 

Mr. Wilson regretted that there was 
not a sergcant-at-arms to arrest all mem- 
bers who continued to break the rules. 

Mr. Mara said this was a most serious 
question. 

Hon. Mr Walkem interrupted but wiis 
cried down. 

Mr. Speaker said he had explained his 
conduct of yesterdaj-. 

Mr. JIara said he was awtiro of it; but 
at the same time regretted that that ex- 
planation was anything but a satisfactory 
one. He had noticed ■ that tho member 
for Cowichan had tho floor at tho time 
the motion was put. (Hear, hear). 

. Mr. AVilson said the hon. member had 
not the floor. Cries of "Order, order." 

Mr. Mara said he had a right to his 
opinion and would positively state that 
the member for Cowichan had tlio floor 
and there wore a number of hon. gentle- 
men willing to bear him out to tho fact. 
Ho quite agreed with tho last speaker 
(Ml'. Wilson) that it wculd bo well to 
havo a Sergeant-at-Arms if it would have 
the effect of keeping that hon. gentlonum 
in order. If, while a member has tho 
floor, a motion to adjourn cnn bo put and 
declared by tlio Speaker he would liko to 
know what right and privileges tho Houso 
havo? None, for Mr. Speaker takes tho 
law into his own hands, and instead of 
sitting as a fair and inq)artial judge, keep- 
ing order and protecting the minority, ho 
takes tho control in his own hands and 
acts in a most arbitrarj' manner. (Hoar, 
hear, and interruptions from Mr. Wilson.) 
Ho (lid not wish to say anything against 
tho Si)eaker, but he must insist on having 
liis rights and privileges preserved. I'lio 
House did not e.xpcct as mucli from tho 
second member fur Victoria city as from 
any any other hon. gentleman, hut ho 
thought that while in the Houso that 
hon. gentleman should at least irij to bo- 
liave like a gentleman. (Loud cheers.) 

Mi: W. Brown said the member for 
Cowichan had nut tlio Hour at the timu 
tho question to adjourn was put. 

Mr. Jicaveii introduced the Municiixil- 
ity Bill. 

Tho bill was read a fir.^t time, second 
reading on Monday. 

VOTE.S AND raOt'EKDIN'OS. 

Mr. Smithe said there had been a great 
t'eal of talking on 2'esterday's votes and 
proceedings, The leader of the Govern- 
ment had admitted that they had been 
hurried over and in view of tin's ho would 
ask that the opportunity be now given 
lion, gontlomen to have their names re- 
corded on the veto taken. Every lion, 
gentleman had a right to this and should 
bo granted the privilege. He had in- 
tended asking for the names yesterday, 
but had had no opportunity. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem (to Mi: Speaker) — 
Out of order, sir. Ho must object to tlio 
names being called for. It was too late 
and ho trusted Mr. Speaker would bo sus- 
tained. He could not understand why 
hon. gcntlemon wanted their names re- 
corded. 

Mr, Vernon — To assort our rights. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem quite agreed that 
the Houso should assert its rights, but 
could not see tlie use of this. Wliy had 
they not called for the names yesterday ( 
They say because they did not get a 
chance. Well, another hon. gentleinan i 
might just as well say ho had wanted to 
introduce n bill and ^vould like the votes 
altered to suit him. 

Mr. Mara said tho question was a seri • i 
oils one. The minority — some eight or j 
ton — -believe that a groat wrong lias been j 
done them and they are afforded no oji- | 
pnrtuuity of sotting themselves right 
othor than by asking for names. The 
proceedings of yesterday were so irregular, 
and they were voted down on all point.s | 
that tliey had no opportunity yesterday ; 
and so ask it now. The leader of the ! 
Government had admitted that the votes 
and proceedings as printed u ero not aiih- 
stantially correct. 

Mr. Evans said a fresh vote could not 
bo taken oa memhers wore now in tlie 
House Avho wero not present last evening. 

Mr. Helgescn hoped the bu.'iiriess of 
the House would be proceeded with. 

Mr. Speaker ruled tliat the votes and 
proceedings could not be altered. 

Mr. Ash said the proper time for tak- 
ing this vote would be when tho Bill 
came up for report.. 

PRIVir.KflK. 

Mr. Vernon rose to a question of privi- 
lege on what Mr. Humphreys is reported 
to have said on the Judicature Bill . Tho 
report is in both papers stating that ho 
made tho i-emark that o, decision by the 
Judges was never put in writing. Ho 
would ask the Attorney-General wliether 
such was the case or not! 

Hon. jNIr. Walkem said the hon. gen- 
tleman was entirely out of order. 

Mr, Verpon said ho would wish to 
know when the proper time would bo to 
bring this question up, 

Hon. IVIr. Humphreys said it was not 
in the interest of thn House that any 
man should bo held responsible for any- 
thiugs he may be reported to have said by 
the newspapers. (Oh! oh!) 

KOOTENAY. 

Mr, Wilson moved for the evideneo in 
the Kootonay case. Carried. 

Mr. Vernon pointed out, quoting from 
"May," that according to constitutional 
usage the Speaker should have comniuiii- 
eated to the House everything in connec- 
tion with the matter without a motion 
from any member. 

JUSTICE TO KMl'LOYE.S, 

Mr. Ash, seconded by Mr. Mara, mov- 
ed that in the opinion of this House it is 
the duty of the Government in dealing 
with the employi?s of the Province to ob- 
serve such rules of justice and good, faith 
as could bo enforced by law iii; transac- 
tions between imvate parties. 

Mr, Evans moviad in iimondment that 
this House feels confident .that the Gov- 
ernment will deal fairly ^n^l\^ijtheip;_ei|)- 

Mr, Sinitho did not expect ariyopposi- 
tion to tlio motion. The hon. • member 
for Cariboo is always trying to divine the 
motive of any person wlio proposes a reso- 
lution in this House. If it can bo shown 
that a Government treats their enqdoyrfs 
in a manner that any merchant would be 
ashamed of, it is surely time to call pub- 
lic attention to the fact. Every member 
of tho House will support the resolution. 
In moving the amendment tho hon. gen- 
tleman opposes the principle contained in 
the resolution. If ho understands it ho 
will withdraw hij amendment. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — This resolution is 
intended ns a vote of censure on tho Gov- 
ernment. It is an attempt to change tho 
law. He quoted authorities to show that 
officers would bo continued in office dur- 
ing tho pleasure of the Government and 
no longer. If tho power to discharge 
public servants is used in an arbitrary 
manner tho Government havo to account 
for their action hero, 

Mr. Ash— The Lieut-Governor in Coun- 
cil ought to have tho power to romovo 
public servants. Last year the Govern- 
ment reduced the salaries of officers with- 
out any notice. This ho considered a 
great injustice. He called tho attention 
of the Minister of Finance to the subject, 
If ho excused himself b}? sayinj there ore 



no funds. That he (Mr. Ash) considered 
;i very poor excuse, one that a respectable 
trader would not make. Tho reduction 
of s;ilaiies on that occasion was a great 
injustice, but ho would not oppose tho 
amondtnont if tho Government would 
pledge themselves to pay nil arrears of 
salaries. 

Mr- Mara did not seo how any one 
could oppose the resolution. It was simply 
demanding that tho Government would 
do justice. The meaning of tho amend- 
ment is that it is not necessary for the 
Government to do justice on all occasions. 
It was so completely just that he could 
not understand how any representative 
oould oppose it. 

The amendment was carried — .10 for; 8 
.against. 

Mi: Vernon moved that in tho opinion 
of this House tenders should always bo 
invited for supplies, of all descriptions, 
required for the maintenance of any pub- 
lic institution under the control of the 
Government, for tho stationery required 
for the public service, and for, all insur- 
ances iicccssaiy to bo oiTectcd on Pro- 
vincial public buildings. 

Mr. Vernon explained tho object of tho 
resolittion and tho evils it was intended 
to remedy, 

Mr. Walkoni agreed with the. mover 
.and referred to the saving that had been 
and would bo in the future eflected by 
tho iiuiru tliorough adoption of tho con- 
tract .system. jEle could not, however, 
agree to tho latter portion of tho resolu- 
tion and moved an amendment, ' 

Mi'r Drummond made sonioi unintol- 
ligiblo remarlcs a^out a contract ho had 
been refused for a tinpot amounting to 
25 conta. 

Mr. Williams .said there was not a busi- 
ness iiiau in the town who opposed Elliott 
tliiit (.ould get anything from that gcntlc- 
niaii's Goveniiiient. jMr. Vernon's friends 
get nothing now thoy aro out of office and 
thoy will rcraairi so. The bftbrls they 
iiiako in this House aro useless. 

Mr. Smithe — The majority of those 
who supiiort tlio (iovonimeut liavo spoken 
iu favor of tlio resolution, but it apijears 
they art! goin.v: to vote agniust it. They 
admit a principle and deny it in the same 
broiith. Ho insisted that tenders should 
bo called for te supply all articles requir- 
ed by th? Government. 

Mr. Humphreys a]iproved of the prin- 
ciple contained in the resolution. Had 
the moiiiber for New Westminster intro- 
duced it it would come with a good grace 
from him, but coming from IMr. Vernon 
it was out of ])!ace. He (Mr. H.) would 
support it, but he iliought-tho amond- 
nioiit ought to be accepted. * 
Mr. Wilson — The hon. member for 
Yalo must havo regretted that bo brought 
this resolution forv.-ard when he hoard my 
hon. colleague, ISfr. Dnimmond, describo 
his proceeding when he was in power. The 
leader of tlio Opposition (Mr, Smithe) 
.should not vote on this, resolution for the 
following reason: It was woU kho'wri that 
tho proprietor of Tlie Colonist had just 
made advantageous arraugcnionts with 
Eastern manufacturers for a constant sup- 
ply of all kinds of blank books, stationery 
and paper, and that he would shortly of- 
fer an iinnienso stock for sole at very low 
prices, (Prolonged cheers). It''was ru- 
mored that Mr. SSmitho was about to go 
into partnor.ship with Mr, Higgins, and 
therefore he (Mr. S.) should not vote for 
the stationery part of this motion, (de- 
risive cheers and laughter). Ho proposed 
that the word "always" bo struck out. 

Mr. McGillivray thought that tenders 
should bo called when possible for all 
supplies and stationery. It was a princi- 
ple lie had always approved of. 

Mr. Vernon stated it had always been 
tho ciiii.tom of the late Gm-oniineut to dis- 
tribute patronage ns far as possible, and 
stated in reply to tho remarks of Mr. 
Williams that ho had been informed that all 
the carriages required by the present Gov- 
ernineul were invariably supplied by that 
gentleman, and tlioiiglititsluaild bocnquir- 
cd into. He would in deference to the 
wishes of hon. gentlemen .agree to tho 
amendment. Carried- 

HOSPITAtS. 

?rlr. Vernon moved, seconded by Mr. 
jMiira, That in the opinion of this Houso 
it is expedient tliat the Government shall, 
beforo the next meeting of the Provincial 
Parliament, take the necessary steps to 
assume entire control and luanagcnient of 
all public hospititla in the Province. ^ 

Mr, Vernon stated that he was anxious 
to have the subject ventilated and had 
In'ought forward his resolution with that 
object. Tlie hon, gentleman Bhowcd that 
tho lunount stib.scribcd liy private parties 
bore a very snmll proportion to that 
voted by the House, and referred to the 
necessity uf a hospital, beitig^r^tablished 
at Rome central place iii the intbiior. 

Mv. Driiminoiid stated the hospital 
comiiiitteo had a report nearly prepared, 
and rucjuestod the mover to withdraw the 
resolution until it was brought forward. 

Mr, Vornon had no objection after 
aonio remarks from Mr. Walkem and Ml'- 
E. Brown. , • ■ i ','«; V:-! ; A H ;^ ; 

I\Ir. Mara said he was in favor of the 
motion being withdrawn as the object for 
which it had been introduced had been 
efi'ected. He pointed (uit in forcible 
terms tho absolute necessity of the Gov- 
ernment taking measures for establishing 
a hospital at some convenient place in 
tho interior. 

I\[r. Ash could nut agree with the reso- 
lution, and did not believe the,hoapitals 
would be ;i.s well managed by thb'Qbvern- 
ment as thoy were at present. 
Tho motion was then withdrawn. 
Mr. Vornon, having ventilated the sub- 
ject, was willing to withdraw tho resolu- 
tion. 

^VOKK.S. 

Mr. Vernon, seconded by Mr. Harris, 
moved that in tho opinion of this House 
it is expedient when any sum of money, 
for the prosecution of public Wiorks in my 
district, is placed upon tho ostimntos for 
the cuusidevatiuu of the House, it shall 
be nccosaary to designate, as far as praeti- 
cablo, for what particular work or works 
siicili .sum is intended to bo appropriated. 
The hon. mover thought the usefulness 
of the motion was apparent. Every one 
could find on tho estimates information 
that would be correct and much' better 
! than any to bo found in the noHirpapcrs, 
I for reporters sometimes mnkc mistakes. 
For lioveriil reasons the resolution should 
be adopted. ': • 

Mr. H(-lgeseri did'not like tho proposal. 
If a sum of money were placed on tho es- 
timates and not expended the people 
would como at tho representative for an 
oxplanation, and that would not be at all 
jdeasant. 

The resolution was finally withdrawn.

Mr. Vernon wished to know whether 
tho leader of the Government endorsed 
those views.

I suppofio the only one in the 
North Pacific is Vancouver Island, and 
there is no means of defence, for .those 
stores of coal against enemies' cruisers 
whose owners might bo at war with Eng- 
land." (Hear, hear.)
